Being a poor swim- 
mer, Usher was unab'e to keep the boy 
afloat, and in the excitement both were 
drowned. The body of young Usher 
was recovered in half an hour, but all 
efforts at resuscitat on were of no avail, 
The other body had not been recovered 
yesterday afternoon.

Policemen who 
heard the firing ran hurriedly to the 
place and joined in the chase. While 
all was hurry and excitement at the 
station and Lieut. Jordan was expect- 
ing any moment to see the thieves 
brought in, a man considerably ex- 
cited rushed in and announcei that a 
man ‘had fired a revolver at him. He 
was recognized as T. L. Thornton, a 
milkman, and he said that as he was 
delivering milk on Chadwell crescent 
he was suddenly confronted with a re- 
volver and somebody fired at him re- 
peatedly from an upper window. He 
thought he had been shot, but when 
assured by the officers there were 
no bullet holes through him, left to 
continue his celivery.

paid. 
BRIDGE TO BE BUILT. 
The indications are now that the 


bridge over 'the Boston and Maine rail- 
road near the Central fire station at 
Washington square will soon be built, 
as agreed between the town and the 
Boston and Maine R. R., some time ago. 
It will be remembered that over a year 
ago the Boston and Maine railroad 
company offered to construct the bridge 
which was to do away with the open 
space between the bridge on Lowell 
Street and on Osgood street, which ex- 
ists at present, making one continuous 
bridge over the enclosure, on condition 
that the town should accept the bridge 
as a public highway, and keep it in re- 
pair and exempt the railroad company 
from all responsibility for damages 
thereon. Later the railroad company 
withdrew this offer, and offered to pay 
for half the cost of construction of the 
proposed bridge, proviced that haif did 
not exceed $500. This proposition was 
agreed to by the town, and at the 
spring town meeting an appropriation 
of $500 was made by the town to defray 
the expenses of the eonstruction. It 
was then necessary to lay the matter 
before the county road commissioner to 
see whether the location would be ac- 
cepted by them as a public highway. A 
hearing was held, and nothing further 
had been done regarding the matter un 
til this week, when the county commis- 
sfoners sent ‘the railroad officials and 
the selectmen their decree permitting 
the location to be laid out as a public 
highway. There is now nothing to 
prevent the construction of the bridge. 
It is probable that the bridges on Low- 
ell and Osgood streets will be left sub- 
stantially as they are at present, and 
the only change will be in taking down 
the fences between these bridges and 
the planking over the open space, mak- 
ing one continuing briege from the 
northwest side of Lowell street to the 
southeast side of Osgood street. The 
estimated cost of this construction as 
made by the B. & M. R. R. company is 
$1040. The cost may not, however, ex- 


ceed $950 as when the railroad company | 28 Phillips Street, - ° 


made the estimate it was expected that 
it would be necessary to dig down in 
the ground and place a large’ stone 
foundation there, in order to erect the 
necessary pillar for the support of the 
bridge, but it is found that there is a 


solid ledge inside the bridge at this 
place, so that this extra work will be 
unnecessary. It is expected that the 


work will begin before long.

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How Easy to Judge. 


The street railway people have laid 
one track from the top of the hill to 
the square and. begun upon another. 
To all Appeatances*they” "have » BUilt a 
first class track as far as they have 
gone, and from that fact it would seem 
fair to expect that they are to finish 
the job they have undertakento the 
complete satisfaction of most of the 
town’s people. The work now going 
on in Main street is bound not to. suit 
everybody and is bound to seriously 
displease many. Many citizens have 
an honest belief that it is entirely un- 
necessary, and will never become 
reconciled to it. There are many 
people who have never become recon- 
ciled to the abolishment of slavery. 

There are others who think their 
property is being injured, who see un- 
welcome changes in the street where 
they have long lived, who are. suffer- 
ing many present inconveniences ; 
these are really the ones whose com- 
plaints are most worthy of notice an 
best grounded. These people were 
real losers by the introduction of one 
track, they are greater losers” by the 
placing of two, But unfortunately for 
them the Main street of Andover is a 


main highway. The laws of the state 
in which we live have decreed that 


street cars may run between towns and 
cities, and the great masses of people 
have gone from the stage of occasional 
travellers on the street cars to the 
adoption ‘of the trolley as the chief 
means of communication all over the 
country. 

In the path of development for the 
entire northern section stood the prin- 
cipal street of the town of Andover. 
It might possibly have been denied to 
the uses of this new factor in life, for 
several years, but sooner or later it 
must be given up to its present dis-or- 
ganized condition, that it might be 
fitted into its place as a chief part of 
the system which the public de- 
manded. 

The selectmen of Andover stand to- 
day as the ones to be blamed for all of 
the shortcomings arising from this big 
job on Main street, but let no one pre- 
sume to think that they do not also 
stand as the ones to receive the ap- 
provalof thousands who will enjoy the 
benefits which the double track is to 
provide, It is always a trying position 
for an. official to fill, when he must 
choose between the “classes” and the 
“masses,” and the “classes” will 
usually win. But when there are 
those of the “classes,” who rise above 
their personal desires, who see beyond 
their own ends, as did several notable 
particularly interested citizens in- this 
Andover difficulty, the task is made 
easier for those who must decide. 

The greatest endorsement of the 
act which made two tracks possible 
down Main street, will be the daily in- 
creasing appreciation of the benefits 
arising therefrom. Neither selectmen, 
nor promotors, nor advocates need fear 
this tinal judgment. 

But with the grant of a second track 
a reality, the line of objection takes a 
new turn, and every move in its build- 


ing is severely criticised and con- 
demned. The selectinen are the object 


of attack in this as im the original dith- 
culty. It is interesting to note the 
character of some of the criticism. 
For example the change from brick 
paving to granite is attributed to all 
kinds of influence from doughnuts to 
dollars, while the truth is very simply 
shown in the statement that the grant 
of the track to the Reading road called 
for brick, the original grant = which 
could not be changed, to the L. L. & 
Il. road carried granite; when the 
latter secured control of the former, 


common interests were willing to 
adhere to the terms of both contracts 
or compromise on new and — better 


vranite for both. The former course 
would have made a hodge podge of 
the street, the latter promises a very 
satisfactory job when finished. Con- 
sidering also the fact that the Board of 
Public Works raised very strenuous and 
well grounded objections to the brick 
paying, and the course of the select- 


men ino making the change seems 
amply justified. 
The work on the East side of the 


street is the most) dithcult problem yet 
to come. — Just what is to be done can 
not be fully determined until the en- 
gineer’s plan, for which the selectmen 
are how waiting, is made, The criti- 
cisin Which is now going on is probably 
ho more, as compared to what will 
come from: the necessary work there, 
than is the summer shower as com- 
pared with the North east gale. Again 
Wwe venture the opinion that the 
finished work will justify the acts of | 
those who are to receive this criticism. 
Certain it is that there is but one 
course open forthe selectmen now, and 
that isthe pushing to a finish the en- | 
tire job of grading and rebuilding, pro- 
ducing as a finished work the 
street in their power. 

The time tojJudge of their work will 
be after that result is reached. Until 
that time we believe it is only fair to 
credit them with the highest) motives, 
and with a desire to serve the very 
best interests of the town.

‘Lhe bringing of Main street to grade 
with the idea of*draining the water trom 
the hill tothe centre, has made neces- 
sary the lowering of the sewer munholes 
from Morton street to the square. This 
is being done by workmen from the 
sewer department of the Board of 
Public Works, but at the expense of the 
Lynn & Boston road. The manhole at 
Chestnut street was the only one which 
did not interfere with the grade. 

On Main street the paving of the 
track is rapidly pushed along and is all 
but completed. Many teams are busily 
at work removing the surplus dirt, old 
paving blocks and ties, and the residents 
on the west side of the street will soou 
be able to move with freedom and safety. 
All the work is being done by local 
teamsters who are benefitting by the 
improvements. 

Up on the hill a gang of 75 is busily at 
work putting in the new tracks of the 
Lawrence & Reading road. The track 
switches off the’ Reading line at the 
waitingroom near Prof. Smyth's resi- 
dence and runs along the east side of the 
L.L. & H. track. The same grade ot 
rails is being used and paving will also 
be laid between the tracks. The work 
is being done under the supervision of 
the Lynn & Boston company. ‘The rails 
have been laid almost to Chapel avenue, 
but unless a larger gang is placed at 
work it will be some time before the 
square is reached. 

Reports have been rife regarding the 
construction of the Andover and Iaver- 
hill line up Elm street which, according 
to rumor, was to be begun this week. 
No contirmation of these reports can be 
found, in fact one of the selectmen 
doubted very much if it were built this 
year. He said the limit of time for the 
road to be in operation expired last June 
and it is optional with ta. board to 
allow the road to be’built. * 

Nearly all of the laborers employed on 
the road are Italians, who are quartered 
at Paul Hannigan’s building in Frye 
Village. 


Improvements at Stowe School. 


The improvements now going ou in the 
basement of the Stowe school is prob- 
ably the best undertaking for the health, 
comfort and cleanliness of the school- 
children yet attempted by the school 
committee. 

Workmen are busily engaged in mak- 
ing these changes. Inthe front part of 
the basement on the north side is the 
part reserved for the boys. Here a door 
has has been cut through a brick wall 
next the coal bin and ample room has 
thus been gained. -A,,wall will be built 
dividing this space from the cval bin, 
and the sanitaries will thus be com- 
pletely separated and = conveniently 


reached. The walls of the reom are 
lathed with iron lathing, on this Port- 
land cement an inch thick will be 


placed. This will be polished as smooth 
as glass, while overhead will be plas- 
tered. There will be five closets in the 
boys’ section, each divided by slate slabs 
and shut in by swinging doors. The 
closets used are of the best pattern, the 
“Sanitas Syphon Jet,” and are similar 


to those used in the new Union station 
in Boston, the woodwork being of 
cherry. The floor will be laid with 


Portland cement of the finest «quality 
and will also receive the bighest polish. 
Urinals will also be constracted on the 
opposite side of the room and a perfect 
system of flushing will. be employed. A 
drain in the centre of the cemented floor 
will give ample opportunity to keep the 
room thoroughly clean. 

A similar room on the south has 
been made for the girls, wit! sine 
closets instead of five, but finished ina 
similar manner. The ventilation ol 
both rooms will be perfect and steam 
will be introduced into the: ventilating 
pipes to assist in the circulation of the 
air. 

Local contractors are doing the work, 
Hardy & Cole doing the carpentering 
and Saunders the plumbing. Every el- 
fort will be made to have the sanitaries 
ready for tie school opening ext 
month. It was certainly a wise move 
and every school building in town should 
be similarly equipped if practicable. 
The town will have no cause to regret 
the money spent in these improvements. 
The work was planned by Merrill & Gil 
bert, architects.

Obituary. 


DAVID MIDDLETON. 


One of Andover’s oldést. and most re- 
spected citizens passed. peacefully away 
last ‘Thursday evening after “an illness 
which had contined him to the house 
since last December. ‘The news of the 
death of Mr. Middleton came as a shock 
to very many, yet hardly as a surprise 
on account. of his feeble eondition for 
some time. His death is a distinct loss 
to the community. 

Mr. Middleton was born in Brechin, 
Scotland, Lee. llth, 1814, but left his 
native land for America in 183), arriving 
in Andover just 62 years ago. He en- 
tered the employ of the Smith & Dove 
M’f’g Co., and later became head of the 
bleachery department at Frye Village, 


| & position he held until the.removal of 


the plant to Abbott Village in 1895, re- 
signing on account of failing health. He 
was still retained by the company and 
he all but ‘completed 62 years of con- 
tinuous service. By his thorough ap- 
plication to duty and his desire to im- 
prove himself. in his business by con 
stant reading, he became a trusted and 
valued official of the Smith & Dove com- 
pany. ~~ 

In the early lays of the, company in 
Frye Villagé, “Mr. Middleton 
lively interest in all that pertained to 
the uplifting of the young and old, 
morally and intellectually, and through 
his efforts he established the Frye 
Village Library and Reading room and 
organized the evening school in which 
he became a teacher. 

Mr. Middleton was never prominent 
in town affairs, politically, but he was 
on the building committee of the Me- 
morial Hall and was also a trustee for a 
number of years, a position his literary 
tastes made him particularly well fitted 


for. By the death of Mr. Middleton 
the Free church loses its staunchest 
friend and ablest counsellor. For a 


number of years he held the office of 
deacon and was also the clerk of the so- 
ciety for a quarter of a century. His 
faithfulness and sound judgment made 
him an advisor in all the church’s un- 
dertakings. 

Mr. Middleton was a remarkable man 
in many ways. Strong in his American 
citizenship his great love for his native 
land only intensified that strength, fol- 
lowing the affairs of his adopted country 


closely up to the time of his death. His 
great sociability made him especially 
sought after by old and young ; his 


great knowledge of things in general 
gained by extensive reading, by men in 
high standing in the community; for Mr. 
Middleton was a self made man. With- 
out a grain of religious pretentiousness 
he was imbued with that Scottish spirit 
of uprightness and integrity which 
made him a type of the highest man- 
hood. ‘Truly no better epitaph could 
be his than the words of St. Paul, ‘Not 
slothful in business, fervent in spirit, 
serving the Lord.” Mr. Middleton is 
survived by his wife, seven grandchil- 
dren, and several great grandchildren. 

The funeral services were held at his 
late home on Haverhill street last Sat- 
urday afternoon. Rey. F. A. Wilson, 
his pastor and friend, conducted the 
services, Which were largely attended by 
relatives and townspeople. <A quartet 
from the church consisting of Miss 
Coutts, Mrs. Mabel Pike, William Scott 
and William Coutts sang ‘Lead Kindly 
Light” and “Peace, Perfect Peace,” two 
favorite hymns of Mr. Middleton’s. ‘The 
floral tributes were many and beautiful, 
peculiarly fitting to one so fond of 
tlowers as the deceased. The bearers were 
Thomas David, William Angus, Andrew 
Kydd and William Clark, Burial was 
in the family lot in the West Parish 
cemetery. 


New Teacher at Phillips.

In the fall of 1895 he entered Harvard 
college, graduating in ISVS Magna 
cum Laude, completing the course in 
three years and taking a broad general 
course. The year 1898-99 he spent 
abroad in travel returning the following 
year, to enter the Harvard Graduate 
school, taking two courses and a half in 
chemistry, one in Physics and one in the 
History of Education. He graduated in 
1900 with the degree of A, M. 

During the past year he has been 
studying Chemistry and Physics at Har- 
vard and teaching and observing two 
mornings a week chiefly in physics in 
the science department of the Chelsea 
High school. Mr. Lansing, it will be 
seen, is particularly well qualified for 
the position as assistant to Prof. Graves 
and Mr. Graham in the science depart- 
ment.

As I sit down to write to the Andover 
friends who may be interested to learn 
what the Townsman scribe is doing on 
his yearly outing, the familiar ballard, 
“Far Away Among the Hills of Old New 
Hampshire,”’, comes very vividly to my 
mind, for hills, an endless* succession -of 
them, have passed in panorama ever 
since we left the lower part of the 
Granite State on our way to the extreme 
northern portion which is to be our 
abiding place until Saturday. 

By we, I mean my good friend and 
your well known fellow-townsman, Mr. 
H..F. Chase, who inveigied.(?),.mé into 
accompanying him to this jumping-off 
place,, the border, line between the 
‘United States and baiihda: © NOr ait Da 
bit sorry that he did finally persuade me 
for the sample of what is in store for us 
during the rest of our stay here has 
been mighty attractive, altho’ we have 
really had only a day of it so far, 

When it becomes known that we left 
Andover Saturday morning at nine 
o'clock, you will wonder, if you noticed 
the date and time of the day set forth in 
the superscription, where we have been 
all the time that I write after only a 
day’s experience. But perhaps you took 
into consideration the opening clause of 
the first paragraph, “twenty-five miles 
in the wilderness,’ for that covers, like 
the cloak, ‘‘a multitude of sins.” 

Brietly, let me tell you of our all day 
trip to West Stewartstown, N. H., where 
we found on arrival at 6.06 p.m., that it 
would be preferable that the journey to 
our destination end for the time being. 
The morning of Saturday last was what 
might truly and without exaggeration 
be called ‘‘showery.” We felt sorry for 
the South church picnicers, but a little 
water, more or less, did not bother us in 
the least, after we had been kindly con- 
veyed to the station between drops and 
deposited in good season for the train. 
By way of Lowell Junction, Lowell was 
soon reached and there a wait of nearly 
an hour confronted us. ‘The time soon 
passed, however. 

Boarding the big mountain train from 
Boston, drawn by a strong and robust 
young engine, a ten-wheeler, plenty of 
room was found in the smoker to secure 
our comfort. ‘That this was the only car 
on the train not crowded to the aisles 
was evident by the presence of several 
ladies in the rear seats, who evidently 
preferred a little smoke to the tatigue of 
standing up. Along the side of the 
beautiful Merrimack river, past the 
famous Tyngsboro bend, catching a 
glimpse soon after of the buildings of 
the Lowell Country club at Tyngs’ 
Island, we soon came to Nashua, ‘The 
weather promised clearing skies before 
long, so they did all day, but it was 
mostly promise until late in the after- 
noon when the sun came out in good 
earnest. 

Still we sped along beside the Merri- 
mack, through Manchester to Concord. 
Laconia was reached on time at nearly 
twelve o’clock and at Lakeport, Lake 
Winnipesaukee began to unfold itself 
before our admiring eyes. Here, also, 
the hills and mountains commenced to 
give an indication of what was to be ex- 
pected during the rest of the day. At 
the Weirs, the lake is most beautiful 
with its tine hotels, summer residences, 
elegant private launches, and commo- 
dious lake steamers. 

It was certainly dinner time when the 
train pulled\into Plymouth at 1.05, five 
minutes late. During the half hour for 
refreshments we tried their famous 
chicken pies. Sample them yourself 
sometime; they are excellent. Now the 
mountains began to assume more majes- 
tic proportions and the scenery, con- 
stantly shifting and always changing, 
was most beautiful. In one place we 
passed. a dilapidated covered bridge 
across a little, purling stream in a little 
village with a square, white towered 
chureh close by, and hills, high ones, 
everywhere... Again the train rushed by 
a lovely spot where a river went roaring 
over a dam to sume gorge below. 

At White Mountain Transfer, a lighter 
engine was attached to the train, a 
portion of which had been left at Ply- 
mouth, the steeper gradients having 
been passed. “Wing Road!” ” Wing 
Road!” in stentorian tones, was the 
signal for a change of cars, which was 
followed by other changes at Whitefield 
Junction and Coos Junction, at the 
latter place from the Boston & Maine to 
the Maine Central. ibe latter road is 
not nearly as pleasant to ride over as 
the Boston & Maine on account of the 
roughness of the roadbed and amount of 
dust and cinders. 

Nothing eventful happened on this 
portion of our journey with the except- 
ion that we passed at Maidstone a saw 
mill beside which was piled up thousands 
of cords of logs cut into small sections 
which we were told would be made up 
into pulp. The train was running be- 
side the Connecticut river which rises at 
the lakes at which we are located. Just 
above the saw mill the river was liter- 
ally choked with logs so that not a bit of 
water could be seen. The other inter- 
esting, or perhaps | should say pitiful, 
scene was passed shortly before we 
reached our journey’s end. A little colt, 
perhaps six months old, had made its 
way outside the pasture in which its 
mother and other horses were grazing, 
and frightened at the approach of the 
train, had tried to yet in’ by the mare’s 
side. Poor unfortunate, as the train 
went past, almost stopping as if the 
engineer had half a mind to succor him, 
the passengers saw the little fellow 
vaught and held cruelly fast by the 
neck and foreleg between the wicked 
barbed wire fence. It is to be hoped 
that a man who got off at a little station 
up the read took pity on him and per- 
formed a deed of kindness by walking 
back the half mile or so to release him 
from his prediciment: Shortly after we 
were dropped at West Stewartstown 
where the carriage for the lake was to 
be taken. 

The decision having been reached that 
it would be preferable to stop over night 
in this place rather than take a 26 mile 
carriage drive over a country road, up 
hilland down, through woods much of 
the way, we were driven to Pike’s hotel, 
a brand new structure, Where first class 
accommodations awaited us, ‘The hotel,

altho’ almost on the border line of Can- 
ada, is lighted by electricity and has fine 
sanitary arrangements, made possible by 
the town water supply, consisting of 
pure, sparkling ‘ Adam's ale,” brought 
into town by pipes from springs on the 
mountains. No tire engine is needed in 
this town as the pressure from the hy- 
draots is sufficient anywhere. Electric- 
ity, also, is a cheap article as the Con- 
necticut river, tumbling over a dam, 
makes the power. The river divides 
New Hampshire and Vermont, so after 
supper we stepped across into another 
state. 

After planning for an early start in 
the morning, we retired early to bed. 
Rose at 5 o’clock; breakfasted at 5.30, 
and at 6.15 began our Jong ride ‘‘over 
the hills and far away ” to the heart of 
the’ wilderness, found at. the Second Con- 
necticut lake, and. driven by the genial 
manager of Vike’, Mr. R. C. Sanborn. 

It would be almost impossible to de- 
scribe the beauty or attractiveness of 
that drive; the variety of scenery and 
changeable character of the country. 
Suffice it to say that we arrived at 10.45 
o'clock, having been about four and one- 
half hours on the road. ‘The First Lake 
is two thousand feet above sea level and 
the Second Lake, about eight miles from 
First, is twenty-three hundred feet 
above sea level. ‘The ‘Third Lake, 
twenty-seven, hundred feet above sea 
jevel, is about seven miles above and we 
shall visit it later. 

Idlewild Camp, where we were to stop, 
is a commodious building capable of ac- 
commodating thirty guests, and you may 
be sure that Mr. ©. C. Bumford, the 
proprietor, takes the best of care of his 
patrons. Therooms are airy, the beds 
comfortable and board excellent. From 
the piazza is to be had one of the finest 
views of forest landscapes in New Eng- 
jJand. ‘The house stands on an elevation 
facing the lake which, at this point, is 
about two miles wide. Beyond this for 
miles and miles are range after range of 
hills, covered with forests from base to 
summit, while in the distance looms up 
old “Camel’s Rump,” over the summit 
of which runs the “line” between New 
Hampshire and Maine.- At its base is 
*“*East Inlet,” a stream noted as the 
feeding ground of deer, while caribou 
and moose are even now frequently seen 
and photographed. We hope to visit this 
inlet later on. 

Before dinner, Mr. Sanborn and Mr. 
Chase got into one Rangeley boat almost 
as light as a canoe and one that can be 
either rowed or paddled, while ‘ yours 
truly” got into another by himself. We 
paddled across the lake and a short. dis- 
tance up the stream toward Third Lake. 
We saw plenty of birds but no deer. 
But our anticipations of a view of the 
deer in their free, tntrammeled state 
were soon to be realized. My friend 
Chase was first tO wet dis peepers on the 
real article across the lake feeding upon 
the shore. Unfortunately I 
Was hol in season to see these, but be- 
fore night we had seen by glass or 
paddled within easy rifle range of more 
than adozen. .\eccording to an Andover 
lady who has visited here, ‘the deer 
parade the beach at 3 p.m.” but all af- 
ternoon seems to be their exhibition 
time. We had lots of tun stalking the 
deer Sunday afternoon with a camera 
but were not as suceessful as we might 
have liked. Hlowever we expect better 
luck later. We also tried a little fishing, 
but it being Sunday, the tish would not 
bite. ‘There are plenty of trout here for 
We sawioa three and a half pounder, a 
brook trout, ane simaller ones, 
captured a day or so and Wwe mean 
to catch some betore returning to And- 
over,

NEW BOILERS. 


The present very prosperous condi- 
tion of the local plant of the Ameri- 
can Woolen company is an interesting 
topic in mill circles. The condition is 
most gratifying and the outlook is very 
bright. 

An idea of the enormous increase in 
the output of the Washington mills 
may be had from the fact that against 
over 60,000 yards of cloth made in four 
weeks in 1891, the amount woven dur- 
ing the corresponding four weeks dur- 
ing the present year is over 1,000,000 
yards. It seems a!most incredible that 
the mill should have made such won- 
Cerful progress during the last decade, 
but it is a fact and ‘he condition re- 
flectS great credit upon the able man- 
agement of Treasurer W. M. Wood of 
the American Woolen company, and 
Agent James Ingram of the Washing- 
ton plant. 

At the present time nearly 5500 hands 
are employed at the local mills of the 
company and the weekly payroll is over 
$40,000. Three quarters of a million 
pounds of wool are used a week and 
the amount of cloth finished is about a 
quarter of a million yards. 

The steam plant at the Washington 
is to be extended by the installation 
of 4500 H. P. additional boilers for 
which the contract has already been 
placed with the Boston office of the 
Green Fuel Economizer company. For 
several years the company has had in 
the local plant 1500 Economizers and 
the satisfaction with them has been 
complete. 

In an interview, Agent Ingram said: 
“It is true that the contract has been 
given and I expect to get the apparatus 
in so as to get the benefit from them 
this fall and winter.”
